When the Arabs came into Europe 
and learned from the nations, they 
encountered the wisdom of all the 
ages then past, they became deeply 
interested in the attempts that the 
old Greeks had made to turn other 
metals into gold, 

That it had been declared to be a 
secret, and mysterious process made 
it all the more fascinating to them, 
And so they became alchemists and 
called themselves Hermetic philoso- 
phers, because tradition declared 
Hermes Thismegistus about’ two 
thousand years before Christ had dis- 
covered how to convert the baser 
metals into gold. 

To melt the mouth of a glass tube 
80 as to close it was called securing 
it with “Hermes, his seal.”
